Congress’ haste to pass legislation to increase 
salaries of postal and other federal employes 
and the pay of those serving in the armed ser­ 
vices certainly makes political sense. 
This Is a presidential election year. 
President Lyndon B. Johnson is in several dif­ 
ferent kinds of political trouble and Democrats in 
Congress running on die same ticket are restless. 
But hasty action can backfire. 
The publicity mills of die post off ice department 
worked overtime to prepare the people on short 
notice for the postal increase which went into 
effect Sunday. 
The people responded better than the post office 
department. 
Throughout die country there was a shameful 
lack of preparation in the post office. For days 
there were no one-cent stamps. 
As stopgap 
measures post office patrons spliced their avail­ 
able supplies of fives with stamps costing frac­ 
tions more than one cent. 
Few people have in their possesion any stamp 
combination which adds up to six cents. Old air 
mail stamps don’t produce it. Neither does a 
combination of the four-cent stamps formerly 
used on post cards. 
A few screwballs, who saved three-cent stamps 
from the time not so many years ago when they 
moved a letter through the mails or who hoarded 
one-centers from their postcard days may have 
been the best prepared for the most recent postal 
increase. 
The increase put through so foolishly and so 
hastily by die politically inspired and politically 
afraid Congress allowed no time to change the 
vending machines in the post office lobby. They 
still spew out five-cent and four-cent stamps. 
One of the results is that postal employes must 
spend more time than desirable in stamping 
“postage due” on mail lacking the proper postage 
and mail receivers must shell out more pennies 
than normally for mail with insufficient postage. 
This adds up to an annoyance, irritation and 
inconvenience for many Americans, including 
postal employes, which could have been avoided 
if Congress had shown a little rare common sense, 
a bit more consideration for their constituents 
and hadn’t been shaking with political tremors.

You’re driving along a country highway on a

speed limit. An experienced driver, you’re alert 
to the road and the world around you. 
Suddenly a car pulls out from a side road into 
your lane of traffic. The road had been partially 
hidden by the tall corn along, the side of the road, 
and you saw the other car just long enough to know 
that it hadn’t stopped. 
You try to stop, but end up slamming into the 
rear of the other car.

Possibly, but there was no stop or yield 
sign at the intersection. 
It would seem that either driver would have a 
legitimate gripe against being found “negligent*’ 
in this accident, but SOMEBODY must be at 
fault, right? 
Right! And it might very well be the local gov­ 
ernment that had the responsibility for mainten­ 
ance of that intersection. 
In accident cases involving inadequate traffic 
controls, the courts are increasingly finding mu­ 
nicipalities liable for the victims’ damages. If 
it were proved that a stop or yield sign was 
needed at this intersection, the courts could hold 
the local government liable. 
Municipalities have been found liable in recent 
accident cases in Washington state, where the 
judgment was $16,000, in New York state ($67,- 
500 and $66,000), in Kentucky ($5,000) and in 
California ($1,000, settled out of court). 
In an accident case last year in Wisconsin in­ 
volving the collision of two cars at an intersec­ 
tion where a stop sign was missing, Rock County 
was sued for $1,000,000 by one of the victims. 
Had the county been assessed that amount by the 
court, its residents would have had to pay the 
judgment through a bond issue or increased taxes. 
The danger that inadequate traffic signs pose to 
you as a driver is obvious. 
More subtle is the 
danger they pose to you as a taxpayer. 
It’s far cheaper to pay taxes for good traffic 
signs than it is to pay taxes to settle a large 
accident liability claim, and it’s partially up 
to you to convince your city, county or state 
government of this.

FOR THE COPELAND PLAN 
This newspaper once again expresses its support 
of a reapportionment plan that will once again be 
offered to the Missouri General Assembly by New 
Madrid County State Representative Fred (Gene) 
Copeland. The Copeland plan, which will be of­ 
fered as a place of beginning for the state legis­ 
lature in its quest for court-acceptable redis- 
tricting, includes Texas County — the home county 
of U.S. Rep. Richard Ichord of Houston, Mo. 
As readers may recall, this newspaper supported 
Rep. Copeland’s previous attempt to include Tex­ 
as County in the Tenth Congressional District, but 
the proposal met with defeat, primarily because 
of the political pressure exerted by would-be 
Congressional candidates from Southeast Mis­ 
souri. 
Now that the federal court has again thrown out 
the legislature’s attempt to redistrict the state, 
it appears as if Rep. Copeland’s proposal, when 
the General Assembly convenes this week, may 
have a better chance. 
It deserves that chance. 
Although a good many Southeast Missouri poli­ 
ticians raised their eyebrows at Rep. Copeland’s 
plan, it has considerable merit, the most impor­ 
tant being that it establishes a precedent for 
moving the Tenth Congressional District to the 
west and not to the north. And this is the proper 
direction for the Tenth to move. 
We say this because we are convinced that if 
the Tenth district ever moves to the north, we 
will eventually if not quickly, have to include 
Jefferson County, a semi-metropolitan county 
south of St. Louis that is predominantly union- 
dominated and which plays its politics with a 
curruptness not unlike metropolitan St. Louis. 
Although Jefferson County is Democratic, it is 
a different kind of Democratic cat that inhabits 
those environs. There is no similarity, except 
in name, between Bootheel Democrats and Jef­ 
ferson County Democrats. 
If the Tenth district is permitted to move west, 
it will encompass some counties that, while Re­ 
publican, would hardly constitute a sizeable mi­ 
nority in the heavily-Democratic Tenth district. 
The plan has been and will be opposed by South­ 
east Missouri Democrats who don’t like the idea 
of moving U.S. Rep. Ichord into this district. We 
hold no brief for Rep. Ichord and certainly are not 
committed to furthering his political career. If 
he wins nomination in the Tenth, it will have to be 
on his own merits and not because he happens to 
be an incumbent Congressman. In our opinion, 
Rep. Ichord faces as great a danger in being moved 
into the Tenth district as the Tenth faces in hav­ 
ing him come in. 
As we said during the last session of the General 
Assembly, we hope the Copeland proposal is ac­ 
cepted. 
Whether it gains approval depends, in 
the final analysis, on whether Southeast Missouri 
Democrats choose to look at the future of the Tenth 
district or whether they are content to accept the 
expedient as a way to furthering individual polit­ 
ical careers.

Johnson, who has turned out to be 
toe most vigorous consumers* 
champion ever to sit in the White 
House, is preparing another food 
inspection bill. Tills one will pro­ 
tect the housewife from unsani­ 
tary fish. 
Despite vigorous lobbying and 
a reluctant house of represen­ 
tatives, the senate, with a lot of 
White House help, last year put 
across a strong meat inspection 
bill. However, fish is stUl very 
sloppily Inspected, and the Pres­ 
ident proposes to remedy the sit­ 
uation. 
The American people eat 11 
pounds of fish per capita each 
year - a total of two billion 
pounds. Of this, 50 per cent is 
imported from 110 foreign coun­ 
tries, and is now uninspected. 
Some 
countries will 
permit 
American inspectors tolookover 
their plants If they are sending 
sizable amounts of fish to the 
USA, but the Food and Drug Ad­ 
ministration hasn’t enough funds 
to do the inspecting. 
It even lacks sufficient inspec­ 
tors to adequately check on the 2,- 
200 fish processing 
plants and 
caneries which operate in inter­ 
state commerce in the United 
States. These plants are in­ 
spected only about once a year, 
if that often. 
In addition, there are 1,500 ln- 
trastate processing plants and 
canneries not 
subject to fed­ 
eral inspection. State inspec­ 
tion in some states is lax or 
nonexistent. 
Meanwhile fish have presented 
several health hazards, which on 
occasion have caused death or 
epidemics. One was the well- 
known case of Botulism which 
started from eating 
spoiled 
smoked salmon in Ohio and Mich­ 
igan, and caused several deaths. 
Cases of 
hepatitis have also 
been traced to shellfish dredged 
from too near sewage outlets. 
Finally, there is fish spoilage 
lue to poor temperatures, caus­

or nausea. 
Another problem has been the 
use of antibiotics to remedy 


fish spoilage. All of this has 
been impossible to check by the 
small staff of food and drug 
inspectors, even when they have 
Jurisdiction.

Congress* haste to pass legislation to increase 
salaries of postal and other federal employes 
and the pay of those serving in the arm ed se r­ 
vices certainly makes political sense. 
This is a presidential election year.

But hasty action can backfire. 
The publicity m ills of the post office department 
worked overtim e to prepare the people on short 
notice for the postal increase which went into 
effect Sunday.

Throughout the country there was a shameful 
lack of preparation in the post office. For days 
there were no one-cent stamps. 
As stopgap 
m easures post office patrons spliced their avail­ 
able supplies of fives with stamps costing frac­ 
tions more than one cent. 
Few people have in their possesion any stamp 
combination which adds up to six cents. Old air 
m ail stamps don*t produce it. 
Neither does

combination of the four-cent stamps formerly 
used on post cards. 
A few screw balls, who saved three-cent stamps 
from the time not so many years ago when they 
moved a letter through the m ails or who hoarded 
one-centers from their postcard days may have 
been the best prepared for the most recent postal 
increase. 
The increase put through so foolishly and so 
hastily by the politically inspired and politically 
afraid Congress allowed no time to change the 
vending machines in the post office lobby. They 
still spew out five-cent and four-cent stamps. 
One of the results is that postal employes must 
spend more time than desirable in stamping 
"postage due** on mail lacking the proper postage 
and mail receivers must shell out more pennies 
than normally for mail with insufficient postage. 
This adds up to an annoyance, irritation and 
inconvenience for many Americans, including 
postal employes, which could have been avoided 
if Congress had shown a little rare common sense, 
a bit more consideration for their constituents 
and hadn’t been shaking with political trem ors.

In accident cases involving inadequate traffic 
controls, the courts are increasingly finding mu­ 
nicipalities liable for the victim s’ damages. If 
it were proved that a stop or yield sign was 
needed at this intersection, the courts could hold 
the local government liable. 
Municipalities have been found liable in recent 
accident cases in Washington state, where the 
judgment was $16,000, in New York state ($67,-

FOR THE COPELAND PLAN 
This newspaper once again expresses its support 
of a reapportionment plan that will once again be 
offered to the Missouri General Assembly by New 
Madrid County State Representative Fred (Gene) 
Copeland. 
The Copeland plan, which will be of­ 
fered as a place of beginning for the state legis­ 
lature in its quest for court-acceptable redis- 
tricting, includes Texas County — the home county 
of U.S. Rep. Richard Ichord of Houston, Mo. 
As readers may recall, this newspaper supported 
Rep. Copeland’s previous attempt to include Tex­ 
as County in the Tenth Congressional District, but 
the proposal met with defeat, prim arily because 
of the political pressure exerted by would-be 
Congressional candidates from Southeast Mis­ 
souri. 
Now that the federal court has again thrown out 
the legislature’s attempt to redistrict the state, 
it appears as if Rep. Copeland’s proposal, when 
the General Assembly convenes this week, may 
have a better chance. 
It deserves that chance. 
Although a good many Southeast Missouri poli­ 
ticians raised their eyebrows at Rep. Copeland’s 
plan, it has considerable m erit, the most impor­ 
tant being that it establishes a precedent for 
moving the Tenth Congressional District to the 
west and not to the north. And this is the proper 
direction for the Tenth to move. 
We say this because we are convinced that if 
the Tenth district ever moves to the north, we 
will eventually if not quickly, have to include 
Jefferson County, a semi-metropolitan county 
south of St. Louis that is predominantly union- 
dominated and which plays its politics with a 
curruptness not unlike metropolitan St. Louis. 
Although Jefferson County is Democratic, it is 
a different kind of Democratic cat that inhabits 
those environs. 
There is no sim ilarity, except 
in name, between Bootheel Democrats and Jef­ 
ferson County Democrats. 
If the Tenth district is permitted to move west, 
it will encompass some counties that, while Re­ 
publican, would hardly constitute a sizeable mi­ 
nority in the heavily-Democratic Tenth district. 
The plan has been and will be opposed by South­ 
east Missouri Democrats who don’t like the idea 
of moving U.S. Rep. Ichord into this district. We 
hold no brief for Rep. Ichord and certainly are not 
committed to furthering his political career. If 
he wins nomination in the Tenth, it will have to be 
on his own m erits and not because he happens to 
be an incumbent Congressman. 
In our opinion, 
Rep. Ichord faces as great a danger in being moved 
into the Tenth district as the Tenth faces in hav­ 
ing him come in. 
As we said during the last session of the General 
Assembly, we hope the Copeland proposal is ac­ 
cepted. 
Whether it gains approval depends, in 
the final analysis, on whether Southeast Missouri 
Democrats choose to look at the future of the Tenth 
district or whether they are content to accept the 
expedient as a way to furthering individual polit­ 
ical careers.

danger they pose to you as a taxpayer. 
It*s far cheaper to pay taxes for good traffic 
signs than it is to pay taxes to settle a large 
accident liability claim, and it*s partially up 
to you to convince your city, county or state 
government of this. 
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POOR CHARLIE SAYS! 
Congress* haste to pass legislation to increase 
salaries of postal and other federal employes 
and the pay of those serving in the arm ed ser­ 
vices certainly makes political sense. 
This is a presidential election year. 
President Lyndon B. Johnson is in several dif­ 
ferent kinds of political trouble and Democrats in 
Congress running on the same ticket are restless, 
But hasty action can backfire. 
The publicity m ills of the post office department 
worked overtime to prepare the people on short 
notice for the postal increase which went into 
effect Sunday. 
The people responded better than the post office 
department. 
Throughout the country there was a shameful 
lack of preparation in the post office. For days 
there were no one-cent stamps. 
As stopgap 
m easures post office patrons spliced their avail­ 
able supplies of fives with stamps costing frac­ 
tions more than one cent. 
Few people have in their possesion any stamp 
combination which adds up to six cents. Old air 
m ail stamps don’t produce it. 
Neither does 
a 
combination of the four-cent stamps formerly 
used on post cards. 
A few screw balls, who saved three-cent stamps 
from the time not so many years ago when they 
moved a letter through the mails or who hoarded 
one-centers from their postcard days may have 
been the best prepared for the most recent postal 
increase. 
The increase put through so foolishly and so 
hastily by the politically inspired and politically 
afraid Congress allowed no time to change the 
vending machines in the post office lobby. They 
still spew out five-cent and four-cent stamps. 
One of the results is that postal employes must 
spend more time than desirable in stamping 
“ postage due** on mail lacking the proper postage 
and mail receivers must shell out more pennies 
than normally for mail with insufficient postage. 
This adds up to an annoyance, irritation and 
inconvenience for many Americans, including 
postal employes, which could have been avoided 
if Congress had shown a little rare com mon sense, 
a bit more consideration for their constituents 
and hadn’t been shaking with political trem ors.

FOR THE COPELAND PLAN 
This newspaper once again expresses its support 
of a reapportionment plan that will once again be 
offered to the Missouri General Assembly by New 
Madrid County State Representative Fred (Gene) 
Copeland. 
The Copeland plan, which will be of­ 
fered as a place of beginning for the state legis­ 
lature in its quest for court-acceptable redis­ 
tricting, includes Texas County — the home county 
of U.S. Rep. Richard Ichord of Houston, Mo. 
As readers may recall, this newspaper supported 
Rep. Copeland’s previous attempt to include Tex­ 
as County in the Tenth Congressional District, but 
the proposal met with defeat, prim arily because 
of the political pressure exerted by would-be 
Congressional candidates from Southeast Mis­ 
souri. 
Now that the federal court has again thrown out 
the legislature’s attempt to redistrict the state, 
it appears as if Rep. Copeland’s proposal, when 
the General Assembly convenes this week, may 
have a better chance. 
It deserves that chance. 
Although a good many Southeast Missouri poli­ 
ticians raised their eyebrows at Rep. Copeland’s 
plan, it has considerable m erit, the most impor­ 
tant being that it establishes a precedent for 
moving the Tenth Congressional District to the 
west and not to the north. And this is the proper 
direction for the Tenth to move. 
We say this because we are convinced that if 
the Tenth district ever moves to the north, we 
will eventually if not quickly, have to include 
Jefferson County, a sem i-metropolitan county 
south of St. Louis that is predominantly union- 
dominated and which plays its politics with a 
curruptness not unlike metropolitan St. Louis. 
Although Jefferson County is Democratic, it is 
a different kind of Democratic cat that inhabits 
those environs. 
There is no sim ilarity, except 
in name, between Bootheel Democrats and Jef­ 
ferson County Democrats. 
If the Tenth district is permitted to move west, 
it will encompass some counties that, while Re­ 
publican, would hardly constitute a sizeable mi­ 
nority in the heavily-Democratic Tenth district. 
The plan has been and will be opposed by South­ 
east Missouri Democrats who don’t like the idea 
of moving U.S. Rep. Ichord into this district. We 
hold no brief for Rep. Ichord and certainly are not 
committed to furthering his political career. If 
he wins nomination in the Tenth, it will have to be 
on his own m erits and not because he happens to 
be an incumbent Congressman. 
In our opinion, 
Rep. Ichord faces as great a danger in being moved 
into the Tenth district as the Tenth faces in hav­ 
ing him come in. 
As we said during the last session of the General 
Assembly, we hope the Copeland proposal is ac­ 
cepted. 
Whether it gains approval depends, in 
the final analysis, on whether Southeast Missouri 
Democrats choose to look at the future of the Tenth 
district or whether they are content to accept the 
expedient as a way to furthering individual polit­ 
ical careers.

Winter means hardship to most 
Missouri animals, and this in­ 
cludes wild animals as well as 
those 
that live in barns and 
houses. 
Men and their 
domestic ani­ 
mals are 
generally not well 
equipped 
to cope with really 
severe 
cold and snow. But 
man can build himself a house 
and heat it, can preserve and 
store food for winter, and can 
erect shelters for his animals. 
Wild things, on the other hand, the mercury drops 
are often poor builders and most who wouldn’t? The 
of them cannot preserve and 
stockpile food; but they are built 
to survive average winter weath­ 
er without these abilities. They 
have protective fur or plumage 
and are armed to dig, scratch 
or run for food. 
This winter became severe 
before 1968 was fully hatched. 
Temperatures dipped to near or 
below 
zero on New Year’s Eve 
and January holds little promise 
of a heat wave. 
Many Missourians - once they 


had seen to their own comforts 
— started thinking about wildlife. 
Some suggested spreading grain 
for quail; others felt sorry for 
rabbits. Songbird feeders were 
freshly stocked. 
The fact is, however, that wild 
creatures fare quite well in the 
winter. 
They need the same 
things they need at any other time 
of the year 
— food and shelter, 
preferably close together. 
A cottontail may hole up when 
to zero, but 
cold won’t 
keep him from foraging for some 
thing 
to eat, though. Chances 
are that the hunter who got out 
of his car an hour ago is more 
miserable than the rabbit who 
was out all night. 
Quail roost 
in a circle at 
night, sharing their body heat 
with each other. During the day 
they may either 
roost or move 
about in search of food. 
Food for wild things is not as 
abundant in the winter, but they 
usually will find enough to eat. It 


seldom helps, and often is dan 
gerous, for men to put food out 
for wild animals. For one thing, 
they generally place the food for 
animals they are most worried 
about -like quail. It is often 
consumed by animals they don’t 
care much about — like crows. 
This can lead a man to give up. 
If 
he 
gives up for this, or 
another, reason what 
happens 
to the quail who have learned to 
depend on his bounty? 


Men often put quail 
food in 
dangerous places. A quail would 
never choose to eat dinner in an 
open field, away from escape cov­ 
er. But if a man puts a pile of 
corn in such a place, hungry quail 
may go to it. They are then easy 
prey for other animals that like 
quail. 
The weather has to get really 
severe before it kills much wild­ 
life. Quail, for 
example, may 
not get enough to eat when an 
ice 
storm freezes seeds into 
unbreakable shells. A prolonged 


spell of sub-zero weather can 
kill the birds everr. if they have 
plenty of food. These hazards 
account for much of the annual 
mortality of quail .. that number 
of birds that will die each year 
whether they are hunted or not. 
If wildlife must be fed by man, 
the best time to think about it 
is during planting seasons when 
food plots can be established.

Year’s 
Day is too late 
to worry about it. 
Like other wildlife, fish sur­ 
vive 
winter weather 
pretty 
well. Fish are not 
endangered 
by ice on lakes or farm ponds

man can build himself a house 
and heat it, can preserve 
and 
store food for winter, and can 
erect shelters for his animals. 
Wild things, on the other hand, 
are often poor builders and most 
of them 
cannot preserve and 
stockpile food; but theyarebuilt 
to survive average winter weath­ 
er without these abilities. They 
have protective fur or plumage 
and 
are armed to dig, scratch 
or run for food. 
This winter 
became 
severe 
before 1968 was fully hatched. 
Temperatures dipped to near or 
below 
zero on New Y ear's Eve 
and January holds little promise 
of a heat wave. 
Many Missourians - once they 


had seen to their own comforts 
- started thinking about wildlife. 
Some suggested spreading grain 
for quail; others felt sorry for 
rabbits. Songbird 
feeders were 
freshly stocked. 
The fact is, however, that wild 
creatures fare quite well in the 
winter. 
They need the 
same 
things they need at any other time 
of the year 
— food and shelter, 
preferably close together. 
A cottontail may hole up when 
the mercury drops to zero, but 
who wouldn't? 
TTie 
cold won't 
keep him from foraging for some 
thing 
to eat, though. Chances 
are that the hunter who got out 
of his car an hour ago is more 
miserable 
than the rabbit who 
was out all night. 
Quail roost 
in a 
circle 
at 
night, sharing their 
body heat 
with each other. During the day 
they may either 
roost or move 
about in search of food. 
Food for wild things is not as 
abundant in the winter, lait they 
usually will find enough to eat. It 


seldom helps, and often is dan­ 
gerous, for men to put food out 
for wild anim als. For onething, 
they generally place the food for 
animals they are most worried 
about 
-like 
quail. It is often 
consumed by animals they don't 
care much about — like crows. 
This can lead a man to give up. 
If 
he 
gives up for this, or 
another, reason what 
happens 
to the quail who have learned to 
depend on his bounty? 


Men often 
put quail 
food in 
dangerous places. A quail would 
never choose to eat dinner in an 
open field, away from escape cov­ 
er. But if a man puts a pile of 
corn in such a place, hungry quail 
may go to it. TTiey are then easy 
prey for other animals that like 
quail. 
The weather has to get really 
severe before it kills much wild­ 
life. Quail, for 
example, may 
not get 
enough to eat when an 
ice 
storm freezes 
seeds into 
unbreakable shells. A prolonged 


spell of 
sub-zero weather can 
kill the birds even if they have 
plenty of food. These hazards 
account for much of the annual 
mortality of quail - that number 
of birds that will die each year 
whether 
they are hunted or not. 
If wildlife must be fed by man, 
the best 
time to think about it 
is during planting seasons when 
food 
plots can be established. 
New 
Y ear's 
Day is 
too late 
to worry about it. 
Like other wildlife, fish sur­ 
vive 
winter 
weather 
pretty 
well. Fish are not 
endangered 
by ice on lakes or term ponds 
unless the ice has a heavy cov­ 
er of snow. 
Even then if the 
ponds 
are properly 
built and 
maintained there is 
seldom 
a 
problem. Unusually heavy snow 
cover on the ice of a 
small 
pond 
can choke 
out 
oxygen - 
producing 
sunlight. 
But 
even 
here the danger 
is greatest in 
ponds 
that 
receive 
barnyard 
drainage 
or 
contain large 
amounts 
of decaying 
organic 


matter that 
consumes oxygen. 
What 
can man do about the 
hazards of winter? Well, he can 
feed his dog, get his livestock 
indoors, 
put 
antifreeze in his 
car and turn his thermostate up 
a little more. 
And he can resolve to plant that 
food plot and let the brush grow 
near it. It won't help this year's 
quail, but next year's crop will 
love him for it.

Young Yanks Save Old Italian Art

FLORENCE, Italy—(NEA) 
—Old Italian art treasures and 
young Americans have more 
than a nodding acquaintance

Young Yanks Save Old Italian Art

FLORENCE, Italy—(NEA) , 
—Old Italian art treasures and 
young Americans have more 
than a nodding acquaintance 
here, where the combination 
of 
an 
Italian 
Renaissance 
spirit and youthful American 
know-how are bringing many 
of man’s greatest artistic and 
l i t e r a r y treasures literally 
back to life 
Just how long the restora­ 
tion project will continue de­ 
pends on the enthusiasm and 
the money of the Americans. 
Maybe they’ll be back, maybe 
they won’t. 
The trouble started about a 
year ago when the Amo river, 
usually a quiet stream mean­ 
dering through Florence, was 
swelled by flood waters to the 
point where muddy gruel cov­ 
ered priceless art treasures. 
That’s where Steve Haas, 
24, an art history graduate 
student at New York Univer­ 
sity, got Into the act along 
with dozens of other young 
Americans who turned up in 
Florence to help the Italians 
restore their precious works. 
He got there through the 
Committee to Rescue italian 
Art—known as CRIA—which 
was started by Prof. Bates 
Lowry of Brown University 
immediately after the flood. 
So far, CRIA has raised over 
$2 million to help the restora­ 
tion, now scheduled to con­ 
tinue for at least another 20 
years, though foreign support

for the work may not continue 
nearly that long. 
When Steve got to Florence, 
most of the city had been 
cleaned up. But in the old por­ 
tion, with buildings dating to 
early Renaissance times, and 
especially around the Church 
of Santa Croce, flood waters 
had soaked the wooden panels 
used by Florentine masters, 
crept beneath the paint of an­ 
cient frescoes and deposited 


r u i n o u s salt, mottled the 
parchment pages of medieval 
manuscripts and buckled the 
veneers of t h o u s a n d s of 
pieces of classical furniture. 
Steve was given the job of 
guide, and lei visitors around 
the restoration sites. He lived 
with friends, and worked al­ 
most 24 hours a week. The 
rest of the time was his, and 
he used it to see Italy. 
“The work in Florence is 


just beginning,” says Steve, 
“they’re only restoring the 
major pieces now.” 
And how is it working with 
the Italians? “They’re very 
grateful for the help CRIA 
and other groups have given 
them,” he says, “but you 
have to be careful not to hurt 
their feelings. After all, it’s 
their art and their show.” 
Another CRIA volunteer is 
Noel Kunz, 25, a student of art 


conservation at the New York 
University Institute of Fine 
Arts. She’s been trained to ac­ 
tually help restore the art 
works. 
“My job is to help remove 
the facing from the paintings. 
Facing is a resin-treated pa­ 
per flattened over the works 
to keep the paint from peeling 
off. We had to carefully re­ 
move this and any mud that 
was left,” she says. 
Not every aspect of the flood 
is bleak, though. Restorers 
and art historians, peeling 
back damaged layers of paint 
on frescoes, have found older, 
and o f t e n more brilliant, 
paintings underneath. 
For instance, in the fifth- 
century baptistry of ll Duomo, 
the city’s cathedral, water 
reached the hem of Dona­ 
tello’s St. Mary Magdalen, a 
priceless statue. Though a 
masterpiece, the statue had 
always been—in r e c o r d e d 
rn e rn o r y—a r a t h e r ugly 
brown. When restoration was 
begun on the hem, workers 
found brilliant polychromed 
colors beneath. 
Will Steve and Noel and 
others like them go back next 
year? No one knows how long 
enthusiasm in America will 
hold out for restoring art. If 
it wanes, CRIA might not be 
able to send more young vol­ 
unteers for a summer of work 
and aid. 
And without aid such as 
CRI A’s and others’, the 20- 
year project of restoration 
may take a century.
